William Waldron, of f>sr> Qarden 
Si 1 ret, ft well-known ootnponitor, 
died early this morninir at the St. 
Elizabeth Hospital, in his fortieth 
year, lie had been a deaf-mute 
from birth, but in spite of his handi 
cap did good vvoi k. 

Mr. Waldroirs death was caused 
by pieuro-pneumonia, with which 
he was taken sick only four daya 
ago. He felt ill Last 3Monda\, and 
as he grew steadily worse he went 
to the St. Elisabeth Hospital yea 
day. The attack was a very severe 
one and ho succumbed to it shortly 
after 8 o'clock this morning. 

Excepting short periods daring 
which he was employed in Newark 
and New York, Mr. Waidon bad 
spent his entire life in Elizabeth 
Horn and biought up here, and em- 
ployed in nearly every print shop 
of the city, he was as well known 
as any local printer. For years he 
was employed in the mechanical 
department of the Journal a}) J 
Times. Though deprived of the 
two senses most valuable to him, 
he studied constantly and manag- 
ed to keep himself well abreast of 
the times.
